world-wid# interact it arou sed when com pleted and opened a* on# of the wonder* of the world. For year* 
b efore the great *p*n crossed New York'* East River, engineer* had dream ed of *uch a miracle. But it took 
• aimple incident to atar! the aolidification of theta dream* into actuality. John A. Roebling, an engineer 
kimaelf, delayed beyond p atience on ■ ferry b o at during rn fog, publiahed rn letter pointing out the need for 
■ bridge betw een Brooklyn an d New York end aetting forth the feaaihility of conatructing one. 
The *eed 
took root, the S tate Senate peaced rn bill authorising the bridge and Roebling wa* appointed chief engi> 
near. H e began preliminary curvey work in 1867, but died two year* later. However, he had p erfected hi* 
plan*, which were faithfully carried to completion by hi* ion, Colonel W eahington A. Roebling. Actual 
work on the bridge we* begun in 1872. It took eleven year* to build, and the total coat am ounted to ap ­ 
proxim ately $24,000,000. T h e form al opening of the tp an took place amid great rejoicing on the midnight 
of May 24, 1883. President A rth u r trav eled from W eahington for the event, bringing in hi* train a bril­ 
liant galaxy of foreign diplomat*. 
T h e re wa* much *peechm aking and a diaplay of firework*. Col. Roeb­ 
ling wa* the lion of the hour and hi* hom e the mecca of hero-worahipper*. 
During the brat 24 hour* the 
bridge wa* open, 250,000 perron* w alked aero** it, paying one penny each for the privilege. 
Up to the 
adm inistration of M ayor G ay n or o f New York, toll* for vehicular traffic were m aintained on the bridge. 
T h ey yielded rn aum of $23,224,000 until their abolishm ent, alm ost paying the huge coat of construction.
